Mr. Timothy Williams, Gov. Hill's private 
secretary, was in the hall, and a nice young 
man is he. The gentleman was a newspaper 
correspondent in Washington for a good many 
years, and all of his friends there rejoiced 
when Gov. Hill recognized his ability and 
gave him an important place. Mr. Williams 
had in an inside pocket the shattered remains 
of Gov. Hill's platform, which had been re- 
pudiated by the bosses. It looked as if it had 
been put oe a clover-huller.

Had No Time for Prayer. 

Presently Ed Murphy of Troy, the Chair- 
man ofthe State Central committee, stepping 
to the front of the stage, called the conven- 
tion to order. No prayer was offered. 
New York Democrats are not much 
given to that sort of thing when they 
assemble, and, Mr. Murphy contented himself 
by saying the committee had selected George 
Raines as Tethporary Chairman of the con- 
vention. A ratification of the committee’s 
choice was made by acclamation, and Mr. 
Raines being escorted tothe chair made a 
brief speech of acceptance. The gentleman’s ef- 
fortdid not create any great amount of enthu- 
siasm. Atits conclusion Mr. Griffin, who is 
known as Mr. Flower’s right-hand man, 
moved that when the convention adjourn 
for the day it stand adjourned un- 
til tomorrow morning. Everyoody knew or 
believed Mr. Griffin was following Mr. Flow- 
er’s idea as to what ought to be done, and as 
it was a Flower convention the resolution was 
unanimously adopted. The appropriate 


| committees were appointed with due regard 


for the proprieties of the occasion and Tam- 
many. Then a whole lot of contests were an- 
nounced, and Charies A. Jackson, at the head 
of a long line of patriots, presented a formal 
protest against the action of the Siate Central 
committee in casting the County Democracy 
into utter darkness. The document was re- 
ceived, read, and referred to the Committee on 
Credentials, where it will sleep the sleep. Mr. 
Jackson and his friends withdrew from the 
space allotted to the delegates and the Tam- 
manyites gave an audible individual and col- 
lective laugh of derision. A minute later the 
convention adjourned for the day. 
Flower as a Présidential fossibility. 

Roswell P. Flower bobs up again as a con- 
spicuous candidate for the Presidency of the 
United States. He has Tammany and the en- 
tire Democratic organization, barring Ki 
County. If he is elected Governor he will 
have the patronage of the State and that of 
the City of New York as a side issue. 
From this time forward Roswell P. 
can be regarded as far bet- 
ter than a possible candidate for 
the Presidential nomination. He is not here. 
Somebody or other possessing a great store of 
horse sense has advised Mr. Flower to keep 
away from Saratoga, and he has acted on 
this suggestion. Roswellis in Watertown at 
the business end of a telegraph wire, and he 
knows, as everybody else does, that his nomi- 
nation is safe and sound as any government 
bond he has put away in his vault in his office 
at No. 84 Broadway, New York. 

Hill's defeat is complete and final. He will 
go to the Senate and there end his political 
career. He did not want Flower, and still 
Flower will be nominated. He was bitterly 
opposed to Mr, Sheehan, and Mr. Sheehan is 
as good as nominated. Mr. Maynard, his pet 
candidate for Attorney-General, quick to dis- 
cern the handwriting on the wall, gets out of 
the way and makes easy sailing for Mr. Rosen- 
dale of Albany, a Cleveland man. Hill 
wanted the convention to indorse a straddle 
on the silver question, but the delegates will 
do nothing of the kind. 

Hill Is a Back Number. 


Last night Gov. Hill sent forone of the cor- 
respondents of a New York paper and gave for 
publication an interview, in which he said all 
the stories about his having had differences 
with other party leaders were all rot. Mr. 
Flower was a good man, and so was Mr. Shee- 
han. Anything the convention did would 
be satisfactory to him. Mr. Hill 
was in no position to help him- 
self and he accepted the inevitable. Chair- 
man Raines in his speech today made some 
perfunctory references to the Governor and 
his administration which were feebly cheered. 
There was not a picture of Gov. Hill in the 
Casino, where the convention was held. The 
powers that be have n changed bosses. 
That is all. 

Up to this time Gov. Hin has answered for 
the Democrats of New York and has been sup- 
posed to be the man of all men to answer for his 
party. He entertained visiting statesmen who 
came from the rowdy West and South, telling 
them what New Lock Democrats would do 
and what they would not do. All parties de- 
siring in future to transact business with the 
men who can deliver the goods will take 
notice of the change and confer with 
Mr. Flower, Mr. Croker, Mr. Murphy, and 
Mr. Sheehan. Hill’s fame has flickered. It 
is within the bounds of reason to add that 
next to nothing has been heard of Mr. Cleve- 
land here. His old law partner, Judge Bissell 
of Buffalo, is about the only member of the 
Old Guard in attendance on the convention, 

Mr. Raines, in his speech today, sounded the 
keynote of one of the principal issues which 
will be made against Mr. Fassett. The Demo- 
erats, or rather the Tammany folks, are bit- 
terly opposed to Mr. Fassett because 
they say he was largely instrumental in 
delaying the legislation preliminary to the 
application by New York ‘for the World’s 
Fair. Biils were pending allowing the use 
of Morningside and Riverside Parks in case 
the Fair came to New York, and the delega- 
tion from that city needed this legislation as a 
basis on which to make its claims. The bills 
were tied up and never passed, and now the 
Tammanyites are mad about it, and hold Mr.

CLIMAX OF THE TROUBLES OF MRS. 
M’MAHON AND HER HUSBAND. 


| After Her Sentence for Horsewhipping At- 


torney McHugh, Who Assailed Her 
Character, She Disappearsand ' “ound 
Early the Next Morning Near Jackson 
Park Bereft of Her -Reason—In a Crit- 
ical Condition—History of the Oase. 
It is impossible for me at this stage to 
say whether Mrs. McMahon will ever rocover 
either her reason or her health. Perhaps in 
ten days from now I 
will be able to give an 
opinion.” Such was 
the conclusion of Dr. 
James G. Kiernan, the 
insanity expert. 

At 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning Mr. Wing, the 
McMahons’ attorney, 
received a telephone 
message from a phy- 
sician whose office is 
near Jackson Park 
that Mrs. McMahon 
was at the home of a 

Mrs. eLIzaABpeTa friend in that vicinity 
M MAHON. nearly dead from ex- 
haustion and with a mmd wholly unbalanced. 
As set forth in yesterday’s TU Mrs. 
McMahon suddenly ieft the office of Mr. Wing 
Monday evening. She had been sentenced by 
Judge Kohlsaat shortly before her disappear- 
ance to ten days’ imprisonment in the County 
Jail for contémpt of court. Attorney Mo- 
Hugh in the course of argument had violently 
assailed her character, and she as violently 
horsewhipped him on the following day in the 
presence of the Judge. She also gave Mr. 
Smith, who was interested in the case against 
her husband, a liberal application of the same 
rawhide. Edward McMahon, who mingled in 
the fray, received the same sentence as his 
wife.

Broke Down Completely. 

McHugh was horsewhipped Aug. 18, but it 
was not until Monday that Judge Kohlsaat 
fixed the punishment. The sentence was or- 
dered suspended until the case against Mr. Mc- 
Mahon, charged with attempting to poison 
his little son, is disposed of. 

In court Mrs. McMahon retained her self- 
possession, but at the office of Messrs. Wing & 
Qualey in the Rookery, 
where, with her bus- 
band and the lawyers, 
she went after court, 
she broke down com- 
pletely. A violent at- 
tack of hysteria was 
followed by‘a compara- 
tive calm. 

“They have too 
much money for us to 
fight. We will have to 
give it up, she said to 
her husband, and leav- 
ing Judge Wing's pri- 
vate office she passed EDWARD M’MAHON. 
into the outer office, 

** Don’t follow me,” she said to her hus- 
band, I'll be back again.“ 

Mr. McMahon thought she wished to see 
Judge Wing alone. Presently the attorney 
returned and in response to an inquiry said 
that he had not seen the woman. Then a 
hasty search, first of the Rookery Buildmg 
and at last extended to the hotels and homes 
of friends, was instituted. All night it con- 
tinued, but without avail. 

Mr. McMahon from the first believed that 
his wife had lost her mental equilibrium, and 
feared that she had killed herself. The first 
information concerning her whereabouts was 
the telephonic communication from the doc- 
tor near Jackson Park. Dr. Kiernan was at 
once requested to visit the unfortunate young 
woman. 

Mrs. MeMahon’s Condition. 

“T found her suffering from acute con- 
fusional insanity,” he said to a reporter. If 
it passes into typhomania she will die. Her 
condition is the result of a long-continued 
mental strain, although it was precipitated, 
no doubt, by the sudden shock of re- 
ceiving Judge Kohlsaat’s sentence. Whether 
she will go from this state into typhomania, 
as I said, or melancholia, I cannot tell. 

Her only hope of recovery lies in having 
the utmost care and 
perfect rest and quie- 
tude. To secure this I 
have forbidden her hus- 
band or lawyers visit- 
ing her, and the friends 
at whose house she is 
have been instructed to 
admit no callers, no 
matter who they may 
be. It is her only safe- 
ty. 

Her delusion is that 
the whole world is 
against her; that Judge 
Wing, her husband’s 
lawyer, has been bribed 
to persecute her, and that Judge Kohlsaat, 
with others, is conspiring to poison her. She 
imagines that she has already been in jail five 
of the ten days of her commitment, and thinks 
her friend’s house is a prison. 

Mrs. McMahon’s mind has been in an un- 
stable condition for some time—fully three 
months, I should judge. Her present condi- 
tion was not reached suddenly, but was caused 
by long and ccntinued worry and anxiety.” 


Between Midnight and 2 a. m. 


Mrs. McMahon reached the house where she 
is now ill some time between midnight and 2 
o’clock yesterday morning. She could give 
no coherent account of her wanderings, but 
had evidently been through the park, as she 
told the people whom she aroused that men 
were concealed among the trees and had at- 
tempted to make heraprisoner. She was al- 
most unconscious from fatigue and a physi- 
cian was hastily summoned. 

Mr. Wing was in his office yesterday after- 
noon after having secured a further continu- 
ance in the case against his client, Edward 
McMahon. With him was Witness Chappell, 
whois here to disprove the charges against 
Mrs. MeMahon's character which were made 
by detectives em ployed by the prosecution. 
It was upon the evidence of the detectives that 
Attorney McHugh assailed Mrs. McMahon’s 
reputation, 

J have not seen the young woman,” said 
Mr. Wing. Dr. Kiernan reported her con- 
dition to me. It's a sad affair. I hope she 
will recover, but I am told her case is critical. 
The doctor cautioned me not to permit even 
her husband to see her. 

**T had noticed for a long time that the men- 
tal strain was wearing upon Mrs. McMahon. 
She is an intense spirited little woman and 
was heart and soul interested in disproving 
the charges made against her husband by his 
relatives. The attacks made upon her own 
character were as unexpected as they were 
without foundation. 

1 intended, if possible, keeping her away 
from the court the day she attacked McHugh, 
as I feared that in her excited state there 
would be an outbreak. The wretched affair 
culminated in the events of Monday after- 
noon, and her reason forsook her entirely.” 

Mr. MceMahon’s Story. 


„My wife has been acting strangely for 
some time, said Mr. McMahon last night, 
“but I had attributed it to the nervous strain 
tesultmg from the persecution and from the 
trial now going on. I certainly had not for a 
moment thought her reason would be lost 
through the treatment she has received. Now, 
however, that I give it thought I cannot be

STORY OF A BITTER FAMILY FEUD. 


McMahon’s Marriage. to Eizzie Carney and 
the Trouble It Caused. 

The McMahon family broil first came be- 
fore the public by the ‘of two writs in 
January, 1889.

Early in the 80’s Edward was married to a 
Miss McGordon of Muakeony Mich, and re- 
sided on Indiana avenue. children were 
born and then came the di of young Mrs. 
McMahon, followed she by that of one of 
the children, leaving only Edward Milton Mc- 
Mahon, the boy who has the bone of con- 
tention between Edward and his relatives.

street. At about this time he quietly married 
Mrs. Elizabeth Carney. step started the 
difficulty which has ended in the dethrone- 
ment of that young woman reason. 

Mrs, Carney was the datighter of Col. Ed- 
wards, a gallant Ohio soldier, who ‘afterward 
conducted a theater in Toledo, Lizzie mar- 
ried P. J. Carney, but secured a divorce from 
him. Young McMahon had known her for 
many years, and, as he claimed, it was thought 
that her husband was dead, His marriage 
brought violent opposition from his relatives, 
who, according to the first bills he filed in 
court, proceeded to make things warm for

He asked first that the bill of sale of his in-

conspired to strip him of hig property, had 
threatened him with the petiifentiary, and 
accused him of violating the laws of God, 
man, and the Catholic Church m marrying a 
divorced woman.

In the meantime the yo ory — was — 
cared for by Edward’s mother, Mrs. John E. 
McMahon. He returned from Detroit, and 
after several attempts to gain possession of 
the boy resorted to the courts, clainimg that 
his mother only desired to keep the child be- 
cause of the fortune coming to it. The case 
was heard before Judge Collins, who listened 
to charges of immorality and drunkenness 
against both young McMahon and his wife. 
June 4, 1889, he decided that he could visit his 
child as often as he pleased, but that he could 
not take the custody of it until the fall. 

Mrs. Kate Smith, wifeof Peter Smith, and 
Edward’s sister, took part with her mother in 
the case. In 1890 Edward took charge of the 
child, and then there came reports that the 
child Was being neglected and inhumanly 
treated. An anonymous letter was sent out 
making violent attracks on Edward and his 
young wife. The latter claimed that Mrs. 
Smith was the author of the letter, and Jan. 1, 
1891, she brought suit for $100,000 against 
Mrs. Smith for damages for defamation of 
character. 

The Poisoning Charge. 

The court took cognizance of the charges 
made, and Milton was temporarily placed in 
St. Vincent’s Asylum. Then charges were 
preferred against Edward that he had at- 
tempted to put the child out of the way by 
poisoning it. Thesecharges were made by Mr. 
and Mra. Smith and by a woman employed 
by Edward to take care of the child, he 
having in the meanwhile separated from his 
wife, biding the adjustment of the trouble. 
She maintained herself by keeping a board- 
ing establishment on Michigan avenue, 

Edward was arrested and put in the County 
Jail in connection with the charges of poison- 
ing, but no steps were taken towards a crim- 
inal prosecution. The poisoning case was 
brought up before Judge Kohlsaat April 2, 
and a few days later Edward created a scene 
by endeavoring to take the boy away from the 
asylum. It is also charged that he created 
several violent scenes at the Smith residence. 

The evidence in the poisoning case has been 
heard off and on in Judge Kohisaat’s court 
since April. At one of the sessions the at- 
torneys for the Smiths and the McMahons in- 
troduced testimony reflecting severely on Mrs. 
Elizabeth McMahon’s character. This was 
offered by Canadian detectives, and recited 
that Mrs. McMahon had been seen drinking 
and carousing with strange men, and that her 
conduct was disreputable. She was only ap- 
pearing in the case to aid her husband in prov- 
ing himself guiltiess of the charges that he 
sought his own child’s life. 

Took the Attacks to Heart, 

She took the attacks on her own character 
very much to heart. Being a plucky little 
woman, she armed herself with a rawhide, 
and Aug. 10 horsewhipped Attorney Pat Mo- 
Hugh and Peter Smith, who had been ap- 
pointed Milton’s guardian, in Judge Kohl- 
saat’s court-room. Edward also took a hand 
and added to the scene by assaulting his per- 
secutors, as he calls them. Monday he ap- 
peared in the same court-room with his wife, 
and each was ordered to be committed for 
ten days for contempt of court. 

While the marriage of Edward to the 
divorced Lizzie Carney was what precipitated 
the trouble, the real cause of the opposition is 
not known, although said tu be based on the 
religious feeling of members of his family, who 
are devout Catholics. Edward is a hand- 
some, stalwart young fellow, and as a 


millionaire, it is said. But his present wife 
he had known for many years, and he braved 
parental displeasure and dismissed whatever 
advantages that might have accompanied any 
other alliance to make Lizzie Carney 
wife, and the fight began.

OUT OF THE FIRE RUINS. 


PLANS FOR REBUILDING THE SIEGEL, 
COOPER & CO. CORNER. 


A Six or Seven Story Structure to Be Erected 
~Arrangements Under Way with the 
Several Owners of the Fees and Build- 
ings—The Combined Lease to Run for a 
Term of Twenty-five Years—uther Real 
Estate Matters, 


The curiosity of those who are wondering 
what disposition is to be made of the south- 
east corner of State and Adams streets will 
soon be satisfied. Such arrangements will be 
made within the next few days with owners of 
the fees and buildings st Nos. 201 to 219 State 
street as will provide for the construction of a 
Six or seven story buildmg. There is but one 
owner with whom terms have not been made 
and he is not in a position to make any serious 
trouble. 

The fee of the north part of the block which 
was cleared by fire early in August is owned 
by Henry Strong of New York. This prop- 
erty extends from State street east to the al- 
ley and was originally 171.9 feet deep. The 
widening of State street left it 144.9 feet in

street and is bounded by an irregular south 
line, The corner is leased to Morris Einstein 
for a term of years. The building which stood 
on this property was leased by him to Siegel, 
Cooper & Co. 

The buildings standing on the L shaped 
lot extending around the corner were leased 
by Henry Strong to Siegel, Cooper & Co. una 
lease which still has six years to run. 

The fee of the property at No. 213 and in 
the rear of No, 211 is owned by C. H. Beers. 
The leases here run for six years, but the 
building at No. 213 is owned by the lessees. 

The remaining property at Nos. 215, 217, 
and 219 is owned by H. A. Kohn and leased to 
Siegel, Cooper & Co, for nine and one-half 
years. a 
Term of Twenty-five Tears. 

Mr. Einstein, on the corner, does not feel 
warranted in building on the short-term lease 
which he now has. However, he has not yet 
decided to join in the arrangements agreed 
upon by the other owners.

HOW MRS. FAIR DISPOSES OF MILLIONS, 


Most of Her Big Estate Divided Between 
Her Two Daughters. 

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 15.—[Special. ]— 
John Mackay and Mr. Dey, the late Mrs. 
Fair’s men of business, estimate the value of 
her estate at $6,000,000. The will is not to be 
opened until after the funeral, but its provis- 
ions are known. To her two sons, James G. 
Fair Jr. and Charles Fair, she leaves but a 
comparatively small amount. She directs 
that this money shall be left in the hands of 
trustees designated in the will and the boys 
are to have the income from it. When the 
separation between Mrs. Fair and the Senator 
took place one of the things agreed on was that 
he was to care for the sons while she cared 
for the girls. That is how it happened that 
so little of her fortune goes to them. In an- 
other provision the dead woman’s servants 
are all remembered, particularly Emma, her 
old nurse, who alone was with her when she 
died. The great residue of the estate is to be 
divided equally between the two daughters, 
Mrs. Herman Oelrichs and Virginia Fair. 
Their fortunes, like their brothers’ portions, 
are to be in the hands of trustees, and the in- 
come only is to go to them, at least for some 
years. There are no bequests to churches or 
charitable institutions. This fact has occa- 
sioned considerable surprise, as it is known 
that during her lifetime Mrs. Pair was 
one of the most generous of the 
patrons of a large number of charities. 
It is said the donations made by her to the 
Catholic Church alone amount to over a half 


million dollars.

M. B, CURTIS SURELY THE MURDERER. 


Missing Links in the Chain of Evidence 
Against Him Supplied. 

Saw Franorsco, Cal., Sept. 15.—[SpecialLjJ— 
There 1s no longer any doubt that M. B. Cur- 
tis murdered Officer Grant. The eye-wit- 
nesses to the shootmg are Mrs. Annie John- 
ston, the wife of a laborer living at No. 846 
Folsom street, almost opposite the scene of 
the shooting, and her two grown daughters. 
One of Mrs. Johnston’s daughters was up 
with asick baby, and Mrs. Johnston was sit- 
ting by the open window when the two men 
came along. What she saw is best described 
in her own words. She says: 

“Twas sitting by the open window about 
12:25 a. m., when saw two men cross the 
street. One was a tall and the other a short 
man. The tall man was on the inside, and 
when they reached the fence in front of the 
vacant lot they halted. When they stopped 
the small man tried to pull himself away. 
They had a scuffle and one of them said at least 
three times, ‘Come along now.’ Then 1 no- 
ticed in the struggle that the coat sleeve of 
the short man was drawn up, showing his cuff. 
The next thing I saw was the gleam ofa pistol 
barrel in the darkness and ¢. flash, followed by 
aloud report. The tall man did not fall at 
the first shot. Iwo more shots were fired 

uickly, and the tall man fell. After the first 
shot was fired I saw two men run 
out of the police station. The man 
who did the shooting ran along the sidewalk 
to Fifth street and turned the corner in the 
direction of Shipley street. One of the men 
in pursutt fell over the prostrate body of che 
man on the sidewalk, picked himself up, and 
started up the street. In a short time the 
pursuers returned with their man, and I rec- 
ognized him as the man who did the shoot- 


ing.

The proclamation will reserve 
Secs. 16 and 36 for school purposes. The in- 
dications now are that the exact time after 
which settlers may enter upon the lands will 
not be more than twenty-four hours after the 
proclamation is promulgated.

BURNED ON THE GROUNDS, 


The Committee on Grounds and Buildings 


Decides That Such a Rule Is Getter than | 


a Smoke-Consumer — The Decision 
Reached After a Discussion of the Vari- 
ous Devices—An Intention Expressed to 
Run No Risk of Injuring Any Exhibits 
—Worid’s Fair News, 

There is to be no smoke at the World’s Fair. 
This was decided upon yesterday by the Com 
mittee on Grounds ang Buildings when it ar- 
rived at the informal conclusion that anthra- 
cite coal should be burned in all the furnaces 
connected with the World’s Fair. The monster 
power-house, which will generate steam in 
28,000 horse-power boilers, it is intended shall 
emit no smoke. For several months the Con- 
struction Department has had under advise- 
ment the adoption of some fuel which would 
mitigate the smoke nuisance. Fuel oil was at 
one time considered, and again a new process 
of creating gas from coal was taken up, but 
according to Acting Chairman Ketcham the 
committee has decided that the best means of 


averting smoke will be to adopt the use of | 


hard coal. 

It will be more expensive,” said he, but 
in the end it will be much cheaper than to 
have the fine exhibits of the Art Palace and

The power house will be located in the 
southwest portion of the grounds, and it has 
been shown that prevailing winds are from 
the southwest.

TRIP OF FOREIGN COMMISSIONERS. 


Calls Made upon Some of the Officials in 
Washington—Tariff on Exhibits. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 15,—[{Special.]— 
Sir Henry Wood and Sir James Dredge, rep- 
resenting Great Britain, and Herr Wermuth, 
representing Germany, as foreign Commus- 
sioners to the World's Fair, visited the Capi- 
tol today under the guidance of Messrs, But- 
terworth, McCormick, Handy, Tisdell, and 
Brackett of the Fair Commission. Thecham- 
bers ot the House and Senate are at this time 
dismantled, hence they did not present an at- 
tractive appearance to the strangers, The 
latter were none the less entertained by Mr. 
Butterworth’s stories of the inside life of a 
Congressman, and his description of certain 
chapters of history made during the last Con- 


gress. 

Calls were also made on the Secretary of 
the Interior, and the visitors were given some 
light they desired in regard to the patent sys- 
tem. The Postoffice Department was like- 
wise visited. Most of the afternoon was spent 
at the Treasury Department, where Assistant 
Secretaries Spalding and Nettleton were seen. 
There was no formal talk about the customs, 
but Mr. Spalding incidentally remarked that 
the provisions of the law for the immediate 
transportation of goods in bond were proba- 
bly broad enough to cover the shipment of 
foreign exhibits from New York to Chicago 
without delay. Some notion was entertained 
that a system of labele might be devised, but 
the Treasury officials did not think this would 
be necessary. The visitors were assured that 
the codperation of the Treasury Department 
would be freely extended to facilitate the en- 
try of foreign exhibits. All these matters will 
be considered more fully in conference with 
Secretary Foster tomorrow. 

Tomorrow mornmg the party escorted by 
Secretary Foster will call upon the President. 
Mr. McCormick said this evening that in all 
probability the party would not start for Chi- 
eago before Friday morning. It is quite like- 
ly that the British and German Commission- 
ers will make a thorough inspection at Jack-

Board of Management for the Exposition has 
been called for Sept. 23. This is the first 
meeting held within three months, and there 
will consequently be a great deal of business 
to be transacted. Each of the repre- 
sentatives of the various executive 
departments will report upon the 
progress made in preparing the respective 
exhibits and various items of detail, financial 
and otherwise, will be discussed with the view 
to expediting the work of the board, especially 
with regard to the construction of the govern- 
ment buildings.

Majesty's Government, 

Orrawa, Ont., Sept. 15.—[Special. ]}—Premier 
Abbott has given notice of an important ad- 
dress to her Majesty to be voted on by both 
Houses. The address draws her Majesty's at 
tention to the fact that by the English treaties 
with Belgium and the German Zollverein 
Canada is compelled to admit all articles 
the produce or manufactures of those States 
at the same or at no higher rate of duty 
than is imp upon similar articles 
of British origin, and states that such provis- 
ions in foreign treaties are incompatible with 
the rights and power conferred by the British 
North America act upon Parliament of 
Canada for the regulation of the trade and 
commerce of the Dominion. It states that 
the immense resources of the Dominion in 
the facilities for the growth of food, materials, 
its minerals, its fisheries, and its lumber re- 
quire for their profitable development the 
largest practical extension of its markets, and 
continues:

Ar the Council meeting Monday night an 
order was passed staying the proceedings in 
reference to widening Congress street, be- 
tween Wabash and Michigan avenues, and a 
repealing ordinance was also introduced. The 
value of the thirty-four toot wide strip of land 
to be taken on the south side of Congress 
street has been fixed at nearly $600,000, an 
excessive valuation. The Commissioners ap- 
pointed to assess benefits have made a report 
to the effect that the Auditorium Building, for 
whose benefit the improvement was especially 
designed, ought to pay $72,000 and the city 
$168,000. The latter 1s taxed thus heavily 
because it is the owner of Lake-Front prop- 
erty fronting on Congress street. But the re- 
port of the Commissioners does not explain 
how this city property is benefited to such an 
extent or the tenth of it. It is not productive 
land. The city gets no income out of it and 
it is not for sale. The measure of the city’s 
benefit is the greater accessibility of the Lake- 
Front from State streetto Michigan avenue— 
two blocks—owing to the widening of Congress 
street. It is hard to imagine that that benefit 
is so great that the city would be willing to 
pay $168,000 or even as many dimes rather 
than be without it. 


THE RESULTS OF RECIPROCITY WITH 
B 


RAZIL. | 

Five and a half months have passed since 
the Ist of April, when the reciprocity agree- 
ment with Brazil went into force. The re- 
turns of exports to that country during the 
first three months of that period have been 
compiled. They show what might have been 
expected—that during the first month there 
was no gain; that during the second there was 
a slight gain, indicating that Brazilian con- 
sumers were beginning to familiarize them- 
selves with and adapt themselves to the new 
state of affairs; and that during the third 
month—June—there was a remarkable in- 
crease in the value of American shipments. 

In June, 1890, Brazil took from the United 
States $506,000 worth of agricultural and 
manufactured products which are on the 
reciprocity schedule. Last June she took 
$1,000,000. This is a gain of more than 98 per 
cent. Ifthis percentage holds good for the 
present fiscal year the total increase on those 
articles affected by the reciprocity agreement 
will be $5,831,000. But the ratio of gain will be 
anincreasing and not a stationary one. It takes 
more than three months for a country which 
has been making the bulk of its purchases in 
one market to change commercial habits of 
long standing and make them in another, The 
percentage of gain was greater in August 
than in June. It will be greater in December 
than in August. There will be also a marked 
increase in the shipments of articles which 
are not affected by the reciprocity agreement. 
The more Brazilians buy in this country of 
things which are on the reciprocity schedule 
the more they will buy of things which are 
not, for they will prefer naturally to do all 
their shopping at one place. 

The exports to Brazil during the present 
fiscal year will rise to $25,000,000, while in 
1889. 90 they were but $12,000,000, while the 
imports from Brazil were $60,000,000. Mr. 
Blaine’s policy aimed at the abolition of that 
inequality and the payment for that sixty 
million dollars’ worth of goods in American 
products instead of allowing payment to be 
made one-fifth in those products and four- 
fifths in gold.. By the first of next July he will 
have succeeded in part. There will have been 
probably a small increase in imports, but a 
very much larger one in exports. The latter 
will be between a half and a third of the 
former instead of being one-fifth, as was the 
case. And each succeeding month and year 
that passes by will tend to lessen the ine qual- 
ity, until finally all Brazilian purchases will 
be paid for with American products. 

The unimpeachable trade returns show that 
the reciprocity policy has passed from the 
domain of theory into that of fact. It is 
justifying all the claims that were made for it 
and disproving all the arguments of those who 
opposed it. The controversy between Mr. 
Blaine and the chumps of the Committee on 
Ways and Means has been settled in his favor. 


EFFECT OF DEPRECIATED SILVER IN 
CHICAGO. 

Taz Trrsunz of Monday presented some in- 
teresting statistics of the operations of build- 
ing and loan societies in Chicago. The re- 
turns made by ninety of those societies show 
an aggregate of $20,638,662 gross assets and 
loans in force amounting to $19,550,403, the 
average of the latter being $217,000. Extend- 
ing these averages to the whole of the one hun- 
dred and ninety building and loan associa- 
tions in the city we shall ‘have a total of $43,- 
500,000 of assets and $41,300,000 of loans now 
in force, 

It is fair to assume that the average of the 
amount loaned by each lender does not exceed 
$750, the great majority of the persons who 
invest their money in these associations being 
of the wage-working class. They are me- 
chanics, laborers, and women working as do- 
mestics in private families, help in hotels, etc., 
as wellas clerks, comparatively few earning 
more than ten to fifteen dollars per week, and 
many of them much less than ten dollars. On 
this reckoning the number of loaners cannot 
be less than about 60,000. And every one of 
these has lent gold, or, which is the same thing, 
money on a gold basis. Every dollar paid 
into the building fund would buy as much as 
a gold dollar would purchase, and does buy as 
much when paid out by the borrower. The 
lender is entitled both in law and equity to be 
paid back in equally good money. 

But if the proposed free-comage stumptail 
silver bill should become a law next winter 
every one of these 60,000 lenders will suffer a 
loss of 25 cents on every dollar of his or her 
capital. The dollars in which the loans are 
repaid will be worth only 75 per cent as much 
as the dollars lent, and every one of these 
wageworkets will at once lose a juarter of the 
accumulation gained by severe self-denial of 
comforts which many other workers deem 
necessary to their happiness. 

Now, the number of the borrowers is less 
than that of the lenders in the ratio of one to 
five or six. The sufferers by the swindle 
would be not less than five times as great as 
those to be benefited by it, and they belong 
to a poorer class to begin with. Yet 
these comparatively poor working peo- 
ple are told that it would be a good 
thing for them to have silver worth 75 cents 
tothe dollar paid to.them in place of the 


| honest 100-cent dollars to which they are now 


entitled, with interest at maturity. They are 
asked to believe it would be to their advantage 
to lose a quarter of the money for which they 
have toiled, and pinched, and saved in order 
that a fifth as many people should be helped 
by act of Congress to repudiate a quarter of 
their indebtedness. And this though any- 
body can understand that those who have but 
a little suffer far more from its ioss than the 
rich man would be afflicted by an equal sub- 
traction from his capital. The 8

ocratic party ip Illinois, which has for many 
years past received a large number of votes 
from the workingmen of this city, is going to 
ask them a few months hence to vote for this 
stumptail silver fraud.

It looks as if it should bedangerous toask them 
to vote for a measure which would be little 
short of suicidal for many of their number 
by directly reducmg the amount of their 
saved-up capital, and severely injure all the 
rest by lessening the purchasing power of the 
dollars they receive as pay for their daily toil. 
Surely the Democratic workingmen of Chi- 
cago will have sufficient good sense to stoutly 
protest against being committed to the stump- 
tail silver policy. 


THAT WHEAT-CORNER CIRCULAR. 

Another jobbing device has been sprung 
upon the wheat-growers of the Northwest by 
tome anxious bulls to gull and make a profit 
out of their credulity. The document was 
printed in Taz Tarsuns of Tuesday and pur- 
ports to be instructive reading. It tells the 
farmers among whom it has been scattered 
broadcast that Europe has raised 750,000,000 
bushels less in wheat and rye than last year 
and will be able to draw from us only 120,000,- 
000 bushels more than in 1890, that actual 
deficiency of some 600,000,000 bushels in 
cereal food will make very high prices certain, 
and all that the farmers of the United States 
have to do in order to realize those prices is 
to hold their wheat. By so doing they can get 
$1.50 for it and perhaps more. 

It is reported that prominent officers of the 
Alliance deny that the circular was sent out 
by authority of their secret lodges, and hint 
that the cost of disseminating the advice is 
defrayed by some “bull” who is anxious to 
influence the market for his own gain. There 
can be little doubt of this. A big operator 
who bought untold millions of wheat on the 
recent excitement, and finds himself a heavy 
loser by the succeeding decline, would natu- 
rally be glad to see a further break stopped 
by arresting the deliveries by farmers, the 
volume of which since the close of last 
June is about three times as great as the 
movement for the same time last year. Hence 
the advice to farmers to hold back, and with- 
out any care for the disastrous consequences 
to those foolish enough to help him puli his 
chestnuts out of the speculative fire. 

The farmers are sending forward their 
wheat as fast as they need money. Though 
the supply of thrashing machines in the North- 
west is far from equal to the demand the rail- 
roads of that section have all they can do, and 
expect to be actively occupied in carrying 
wheat right up to the time that very cold 
weather cuts off the marketing of the grain in 
those high latitudes. Storage room is scarce, 
and the farmers have debts to pay. Even if 
they had not those reasons for being free sell- 
ers they would still realize the fact that other- 
wise the yield of the recent harvest would not 
be moved out of the way of the next crop. 
Also they know well that if they do not sell 
wheat to Europeans somebody else will, anda 
look at the figures for last week will help them 
to understand the situation. The quantity on 
ocean passage for ports in Western Europe in- 
creased 2,400,000 bushels, with total shipments 
of 3,848,000 from the Baltic, India, and a few 
minor areas outside of the United States and 
Canadas. In spite of the statistics which are 
alleged to prove that the world is short of 
wheat, sellers in this country are meeting with 
a brisk competition from other parts of the 
world, a fact which may suggest that the 
statisticians do not know it all, any more than 
when they figured out that corn reserves were 
exhausted some weeks ago. 

This is the state of things that would have to 
be faced by any who were foolish enough to fol- 
low the advice to hold their wheat longer than 
necessary to finda good market for it. They 
would find that other holders in countries be- 
sides their own had anticipated them, that 
thousands of farmers had taken time by the 
forelock, sold their property on the firm 
phase of the market created by the idea that 
the majority were holding off, and left the 
poor deluded ones to sell at far less than they 
could have obtained if they had not listened 
to the siren voice of thetempter. The greater 
part of the wheat crop of the United States 
this year has to be sold off, irrespective of 
opinions as to the advisability of holding it 
over, and much of the rest will be parted with 


early by owners who are wise enough to em- 


brace a golden opportunity. It is highly 
probable the writer of the circular quoted is 
well aware of this, and did not expect his ad- 
vice to be followed. What he counted on was 
to be able to rake in a profit from the specu- 
lative advance due to a belief that the farmers 
would be fools enough to do as bid by some 
man unknown except that he was claiming to 
be their friend. If he could induce such a 
reaction his point would be gained, and he 
could then afford to laugh at the credulity of 
those who had supposed it possible for any 
one to control the crop movement in the man- 
ner suggested by himself. 


ANNEXATION TO OKLAHOMA. 
The present area of Oklahoma 1s about that 
of Rhode Island or Connecticut, It soon will 
be increased to the extent of 820,000 acres 


(about equal to two average counties of 


Iilinois), on its eastern frontier, which are to 
be thrown open to settlement by Presidential 
proclamation. A glance at the map will show 
that this new area constitutes a long narrow 
strip on its eastern boundary, now occupied 
by the Kickapoos, Sacs and Foxes, Shawnees, 
and Pottawatomies. Though not largely 
increasing the atea of Oklahoma it is choice 
land, and thousands of eager ~-pioneers are 
waiting on the border the signal to cross over, 
hoping to get their pick of locations. Alto. 


gether the government has acquired 941,000 


acres for annexation to the Territory, paying 
therefor $704,850. 

Even when this long, narrow strip is added 
to Oklahoma the Territory will still be sur- 
rounded by Indians, as it is now. There will 
be the Creeks on the east, the Indians of the 
Cherokee outlet on the north, the Chickasaws 
on the South, and the Cheyerines, Wichitas, 
Arapahoes, and other tribes on the west. It 
is needless, however, to remark that this con- 
dition cannot long remain. The rapid growth 
and development of the Territory under white 
influences will force a settlement. with the 
Indians for their lands and the extension of 


— —ů more "hint thee necessary 
population entitling it to Statenood. It would 
have been far better if the Indians could have 
been bought out altogether and the whole 
Territory admitted asa single State. As this 
does not seem probable under present circum- 
stances, it is at least a matter for congratula- 
tion that the time is not far distant when Ok- 
lahoma will be in a condition to join the sis- 
terhood and that there will still be enough of 
the Territory left to make another State at 
some distant day. Oklahoma has a future 
before it, and thelong train of cars which 
came to Chicago the other day from Guthrie, 
loaded down with the evidences of its fruitful- 
ness, was only the herald of the good time 
coming forthe pioneers who have gone on 
there to develop its resources and open it up 
to civilization, 


WHAT CAN ¥ BE DONE WITH TERRORITE. 

The test of the new explosive, terrorite, 
which was made by Gen. Abbott and Col. 
Mordecai at Fort Hamilton, N. Y., a few 
days ago seems to confirm the claims as to 
its extraordinary properties made by its in- 
ventor, Prof. Mindeleff of San Francisco. 
The trial, indeed, only established the cor- 
rectness of the statements of Mexican army 
officers who some time since tested the explo- 
sive with highly satisfactory results. 

The new explosive, of course, is a chemical 
compound, A pound of it was placed in holes 
six feet deep, which were then covered with 
earth solidly to the surface and was fired with 
the ordinary primer, The result is thus de- 
scribed : 

The detonation was a long, muffled one, without 
any smoke, but a volume of earth weighing fully 
a ton was hurled through the air in almost every 
direction, rising to a height of twenty-five to fifty 
feet. The enormous force of terrorite was evidenced 
by the crater vhich it made around the pit, and 
which measured nearly twelve feet in diameter. 
The same quantity of dynamite or nitro-glycer- 
ine would not have done a quarter so much dam- 
age. 

The previous trials in Mexico were not the 
less remarkable. The reports of these tests 
say: 

To determine the explosive power of a shell 
fired from a howitzer the testing officer applied 
American and French concussion fuses. The first 
shell exploded with such violence upon striking 
the mountain that some of the fragments re- 
bounded to thecannon. In order to continue the 
experiments with safety the range was increased 
to 1,000 meters. The shell in this instance was 
found to have exploded into small fragments, 
while large pieces of rock, some weighing over a 
ton were torn from the mountain side. 

The most interesting of all the Mexican trials 
was where nine shells were fired from a French 
rifled breech-loading steel gun of eight-centi- 
meter caliber. The powder charge was fourteen 
pounds in each case, and each shell contained 210 
cubic centimeters of terrorite. The shots were 
fired at a distance of 8,000 yards. Three of the 
shells were fired without fuses, and after striking 
through the target were found uninjured in the 
sand wall behind. The other six shells were then 
supplied with fuses, and upon striking the target 
they exploded with the same force as those fired 
at the rock. It is not known whether our Minister 
to Mexico ever heard of these tests of an American 
invention or even reported them to the United 
States Government. 

The terrible force of the new explosive may 
be realized from the fact that one-eighth of a 
pound of it has the same destructive energy 
as a pound of giant powder, which is the 
purest form of nitro-glycerine. It has other 
qualities, however, which are even more re- 
markable. It can be handled with more safety 
than powder in any of its forms, because it is 
unsusceptible to shock, or jarring, or atmos- 
pheric influences, and hence also can be safely 
transported. It cannot be exploded by mere 
application of fire, for the compound must 
reach white heat before it is Affected. It may 
even be ground to atoms without exploding. 
Changes of temperature, even below the freez- 
ing point, do not affect it, and its inventor 
claims that it will not deteriorate under any 
changes of conditions or through any lapse of 
time. It is also smokeless, 

If subsequent tests shall confirm these pre- 
liminary ones it is certain that dynamite has 
met a rival which will drive it out of the field, 
and that an explosiye has been discovered 


| which will revolutionize the art of war and 


coast defense. It will solve the question of 
harbor and boundary protection. Its inventor 
claims that a shell filled with sixteen pounds 
of terrorite and striking the most powerful 
ironclad afloat would not leave enough of it 
to build a raft. Heavy guns loaded with it 
and placed in New York harbor would keep 
off any hostile vessel. It would reduce the 
offensive and dangerous power of an enemy’s 
vessels to the limitations of a blockading fleet. 
Vessels of war also will keep a respectable 
distance from each other, for if one should 
hit the other with a terrorite shell it would be 
all up with it. Terrorite on the St. Lawrence 
at Ogdensburg and other places would suf- 
ficiently defend our northern boundary. 
Armies would fight farther apart, as terrorite 
can be used for artillery purposes and it can 
be fired safely from any rifle or mortar. It 
can be used in charging torpedoes and sub- 
marine mines. A shell of solid steel, it is 
said, weighing 1,000 pounds, thrown from a 
12-inch steel rifle and filled with this explosive, 
not only would pierce 16-inch armor but 
prove terribly destructive when its contents 
were distributed. The new American inven- 
tion is well named terrorite. It promises to 
be the coming high explosive and the most 
valuable and effective agent of destruction 
which American genius has yet produced. 


THE HORN-BLOWING DRTS. 

The professional Prohibitionists of this 
county have made arrangements for puttinga 
ticket in the field this fall. They have select- 
ed seventeen notoriety-seeking individuals as 
candidates for County Commissioners and 
Drainage Commissioners. The offices to be 
filled are of no importance from a prohibition 
point of view. The Drainage Commissioners 
have a great deal to do with sewage water, 
but nothing with whisky or beer. The County 
Commissioners spend fifty-nine minutes and 
fifty seconds out of every hour in attending to 
the charitable and financial affairs of the 
county. Those odd ‘seconds are devoted ia 
part to levying $500 fees on saloons in outside 
townships. There is little field for prohibi- 
tion in the board except to forbid the giving 
of liquor on doctors’ prescriptions to hospital 
patients. 

The Prohibitionists could make a more 
practical use in another way of the time and 
money they are going to spend on what they 
humorously call a county ticket. It would 
take but a few dollars to send a committee to 
Dwight, only three hours’ ride from Chicago, 
to investigate the workings of the Keeley cure 
for inebriates. It would not take its mem- 
bers long after looking into the cases of the 
700 men there now, scores just about to be 
discharged cured, hundreds undergoing treat- 
ment, and scores of new arrivals still full of 
whisky, and after studying the facts and sta- 
tistics showing the percentage of those who 
have been rescued from drunkards’ graves to 
make up their minds that the most effectual 
way to cure drunkards was to ship them to 
Dwight for treatment for their dipsomania. 

When the investigating committee had made 
its report to the Cook County Drys the latter 
could devote their surplus energy and their 
spare cash to carrying on a practical work of 
reclamation by findmg drunkards and paying 
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Bichloride of Gold club of this city has sent 
thirty men to Dwight at their owu expense. 
The temperance work done by this one little 
club of practical reformers which has been in 
existence bat a few months exceeds in value 
all that has been done by the political prohabi- 
tionists of this county or State since they were 
organized in lifting fallen men to their feet. 
They have held conventions, and made 
speeches, and passed resolutions, and put up 
tickets, but they have not cured or reclaimed 
one inebriate. They are bitter froth and foam 
with no body to it. 

The truth is that the leaders of the Drys do 
not want to reform drunkards in the only 
practicable way. It is slow and not showy, 
and does not give them the publicity they 
hanker after. That which makes them polit- 
ical Prohibitionists is their erase for notoriety. 
They want to keep their names before the peo- 
ple. They would rather do foolish things and 
be conspicuous than good and wise ones un- 
known to the world. ‘hey love the publicity 
their pohtics gives them. While calling on 
others to be good and virtuous they never 
waste time on a good or vittuous act which re- 
stores the drunkard to sobriety. They would 
not expend ten cents or use ten minutes’ time 
to pick up a man from the gutter unless, per- 
haps, there was a reporter standing by who 
would put the fact into a newspaper for their 
glorification. They are Prohibitionists for 
publicity and the politics there is in it. 


Accorpine to English papers new coal beds 
have recently been discovered in England, 
which are so extensive as to warrant an en- 
tire recast of views in regard to the,supply of 
fuel to the British Islands. The County of 
Kent was once the headquarters of the iron 
industry in England. Its fields were worked 
down to the days of Queen Elizabeth, when 
the supply of charcoal for smelting gave out, 
and the industry was then transferred to other 
portions of the country. Now thereisa fair 
prospect of its revival on the Kentish Downs, 
as a large supply of coal has just been found 
in the northern part of that section. Some 
fifty years ago it was argued that 
the continental belt of coal, extend- 
ing from Dusseldorf on the Rhine through 
Liege and Charleroi in Southern Belgium 
into Northern France, might continue under 
the Straits of Dover and reach to the fields of 
South Wales. Little progress was made to- 
wards establishing the fact till about five 
years ago, as some borings in Sussex in 1872 
to a depth of 1,900 feet withont striking car- 
boniferous strata had discouraged the idea. 
But in 1886 the managers of the Southeastern 
railway began boring on. the Shakspeare Cliff 
at Dover, under the persuasion of Prof. Boyd 
Dawkins. They have struck a seam of coal 
at a depth of 1,140 feet, and five others in the 
next 100 yards, some of them being two and a 
half feet thick. In all about ten feet of coal 
have been penetrated by the boring thus far 
accomplished, and it is now thought possible 
this coal-field underlying Southeastern En- 
gland may prove larger than all the other 
coal-fields of England put together.

The young men in partieu- 
lar, who should be the bone and sinew of our 
young nation, are steadily leaving us to find the 
remunerative employment which they cannot a 
tain in theirown country. They are scarcel

and to point out the remedy, if remedy 
there ‘he, is a task worthy of our best statesmen. 
It may be that those causes lie beyond the control 
of statesmanship. 

As long as the Dominion is a colony of the little 
foreign island and continues to fence itself off by 
a high tariff barrier from the rest of the continent 
it will make no progress, and its young people 
will flow out of it and annex themselves to the 
great republic where there are life, progress, and 
enterprise. The population of Canada in 1881 
was 4,324,310. In 1891, after ten years of the na- 
tional policy of high tariffs against the United 
States, the populauon of Canada is 4,823,344. To- 
tal increase in ten years, 498,000, or a trifle over 
U per cent, while during those ten years Canada 
received 887,000 immigrants from Europe, but 
they mostly crossed over to this country after 
trying Canada and tiring of it. This showsa 
smaller increase than England and Wales, an old 
and overcrowded community which is purposely 
encouraging emigration for the purpose of reliev- 
ing the congestion of population. During the 
same period the United States increased at the 
rate of 25 per cent. If the population of Canada 
had increased as rapidly as in the United States 
during the corresponding ten years there would 
have been an increase of 1,100,000, and the total 
population, instead of being 4,820,000, would have 
been in round numbers 5,600,000,

Ald. P. F. Haynes was around the City-Hall 
yesterday denouncing Cullerton for having in- 
dulged im the wild enaonge above quoted, 
But Mr. Cullerton withdrew the charges be- 
fore he left the Council, having been put in 
2 of the facts as given above by ex- 

ayor Boldenweck, who was present. The 
result of Mr. Boldenweck’s correction was 
that Cullerton consented to amend his order 
50 as to provide that a supply of water pipe 
equal to that which is now to be taken away 
will be sent to Lake View within a year. 

Ex-Mayor Boldenweck of Lake View said 
yesterday regarding the matter: Now, the 
facts regarding these bonds Ald. Cullerton 
spoke of in the Council are that they were 
burned by Controller Onahan in compliance 
with an order passed by the City Council. 
About the time annexation was voted, in 
June, 1889, we were preparing to extend our 
water service in Lake View. We issued fifty 
$1,000 4 per cent water fund bonds and adver- 
tised them for sale. The highest bidder wasa 
certain bank in this city, offering a premium 
of $600 or $700. The question of annexation 
had been voted on, and the bonds were 
issued July 1. 1889, but the Election 
Commussioners had not declared the question 
carried. This bank wanted the City Council 
a resolution that it would 
assume obligation when the details of an- 
nexation ‘were carried out. This was done, 
but Mayor Cregier told me that if we would 
let Chicago sell the bonds he could get a much 
higher premium. I told him that if we wait- 
ed until the Election Commissioner declared 
the election carried the bonds would be worth- 
less, as there would be no City of Lake View, 
He laughed at me, and finally we turned the 
bonds over to our City Treasurer, who in turn 
handed them over to Chicago. The result was 
that no one would buy them, and Mr. Ouahan 
got an order through the Council giying him 
authority to burn the bonds. ow, the 
total indebtedness of Lake View at the 
time of annexation was seventy-five $1,000 
7 per cent. water bonds, twenty-five $1,000 
5 per cents, fifty $500 4 per cents, and twenty- 
five $1,000 4 per cents. I claim that the 
pumping capacity of the Lake View pumps is 
20,000,000 gallons of water per day, and if the 
pipes were laid on Sulzer street the machinery 
is abundantly able to supply the water. I am 
told that the inlet pipes are blocked with sand 
to such an extent that theircapacity is reduced 
27,000,000. gallons, yet they still have a capa- 
city of 25,000,000 gallons.“ 

Commissioner of Public Works Aldrich 
issued an order yesterday directing that the 
pipes on Sulzer street be moved to the South 
Side.

EXPLANATION OF THE SOUTH WEST- 
ERN ASSOCIATION'S ACTION. 


Refusal of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
to Join the Western Trafiic A«sociation 
Necessitated the Adoption of a New 
Agreement—Arbitrator# Decide Against 
the Milwaukee and St. Paul in the Na- 
tional Educational Ticket Matter—Keo- 
kuk and Northern Fined, 

The announcement in yesterday’s Trrsunz 


that the Southwestern Railway and Steamship 


Association, one of the five divisions forming 
the Central Traffic Association, had decided 
to withdraw from that organizat:on and here- 
after keep shop on its own account caused 
considerable stir in Western railway circles. 
Although the resolution declaring its inde- 
pendence was adopted in July, so carefully 
was the secret guarded that not until Tus 
Tinu secured a copy of the new agreement 
and the proceedings of that meeting was any- 
thing known to outsiders of the important ac- 
tion taken. Efforts are being made by the 
parties in interest to belittle the importance 
of the step taken, and they claim that it re- 
fers only to business in which the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas is interested, as that com- 
pany declined to be governed by the Western 
Traffic Association agreement. On business 
in which that road has no interest, 
they say, the Western traffic agreement will 
continue to govern. But the fact is, the Mis- 
souti, Kansas and Texas is interested in all 
the traffic within the territory of the South- 
western Railway and Steamship Association, 
having a through line from the Missouri River 
to all important Texas points, and therefore 
all business of that association will be subject 
to the new agreement. It is also on record 
that at the meeting at which the Southwestern 
Railway and Steamship Association declared 
its independence Chairman Faithorn resigned 
his position and vacated the chair. He was 
then reélected Chairman of the new associa- 
tion by a unanimous vote. This shows that 
the old Southwestern Railway and Steamship 
Association, which was subject to the Western 
Traffic Assuciation agreement, was abandoned 
and that the new organization will conduct its 
affairs under the new agreement. 

Chairman Walker of the Western Traffic 
Association made the following statement re- 
garding the matter yesterday: ' 

The vote of the Southwestern Railway and 
Steamship Association, quoted in a morning pa- 
per, was passed at a meeting held at the Audito- 
rium in July last, The omission of the preamble 
subjects the resolution to possible miscunstruc- 
tion. The entire vote was as follows: , 

„Wurms, Some of the railways parties to 


this — are already members of other as- 
sociations ; and : 

* WHEREAS, It is understood that such individ- 
ual membership and obligations thereunder are 
hereby recognized ; be it 

* Resolved, That this association is an inde 
pendent organization as a whole, and owes alle 
giance to no other association, and the Chairman 
in acting, by invitation or otherwise, with any 
other association does so as an individual a 
not in his official capacity as Chairman of this as- 
sociation, unless by special authority of the asso- 
ciation or the Executive committee.“ 

This preamble and resolution define the position 
of the Southwestern Railway and Steamship As- 
sociation as au organisation, or, in the language 
of the resolution, as a whole.“ That association 
embraces several railroad and steamship lines, 
some of which belong to the Western Traffic As- 
sociation and some of which do not. I under- 
stand that the proposition originated witha line 
not a member of the Western Traffic Association, 
whose officials desire to make it clear that the 
association as a body was not in the latter asso- 
ciation: and it was shaped in its present form in 
order not to interfere with the obligations of in- 
dividual lines in their membership ofthe Western 
Traffic Association, or with the acting of Mr.

Attorney-General Miller ‘Likely to Be Ap- 
pointed to the Indiana Circuit, in 
Which Case Secretary Noble May Suc- 
ceed Him in the Department of Justice 
and Clarkson Be Made Secretary of the 
Interior, 


Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 14.—There are on 
file in the Department of Justice the 
applications of about 250 more or 
less eminent lawyers from all parts 
of the country for appointment on 
the bench of the new Circuit Court. At- 
torney-General Miller has had the privilege 
and pleasure of examining these papers, some 
of which are from old-time Indiana 
friends of his own and of Presi- 
dent Harrison. Mr. Miller's 
ment of some of these applications 
will of course have great weight when 
the time for making the appointments ar- 
rives. It is not at all improbable, however, 
that the Attorney-General will fail to indorse 
any of his Hoosier friends, but will instead 
make an application in his own name, indorse 
it, and then make out a commission for the 
circuit in which the State of Indiana is in- 
cluded in the name of William Hen 
Harrison Miller. Indeed, it is stated with 
much positiveness here today that it has 
already been determined between the Presi- 
dent and the Attorney-General that the latter 
shall take the Judgeship, thus permitting 
the President to avoid the embarrassment of 
choosing a Judge from among the list of Indi- 
ana applicants, several of whom feel that tie 
President is under deep obligation to them 
for various favors extended at a time when he 
needed them. 

In connection with the statement that the 
Attorney-General will become a Judge, it is 
said that a reconstruction of the Cabinet will 
take place on Nov. 1 by sending Seeretary No- 
ble to the Department of Justice, J. 8. 
Clarkson to the Intenor Department, and 
making Gen. Lew Wallace or some other 
equally good Indiana Harrison Republican 
the successor of Secretary Proctor. Sec- 
retary Noble, it is well knewn, wrote to the 
President early in the summer notifying him of 
his desire to resign. The President persuaded 
him to hold the matter up for a while, and in the 
meantime take a protracted vacation. Gen. 
Noble went to Hot Springs, Ark., and after- 
ward to Richfield Spri N. Y., and when he 
returned he felt so much better that he de- 
termined to remain in office at least until he 
could have a chance to secure an appointment 
more to his liking than that of Secretary of 
the Interior. He would much prefer to be 
Attorney-General, and would probably consent 
to an arrangement that would make him Mr. 
Miller’s successor, especially as he would then 
still be in & way to realize the ambition of his 
office-holding years by eventually reaching a 
place on the bench of the Supreme Court. 

But whether Mr. Miller or Mr. Noble gets 
the desired Judgeship, the fact remains that 
there are 250 eager ry Rare for judicial ap- 

intwents that this state of things gives 

resident Harrison an unusual fine oppor- 
tunity to play politics”’ during the next few 
months.

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CONCERNING ASPHALT PAVEMENTS. 


Citisehs of Buffalo, N. I., Reply to a Series 
of Questions—Their Experience. 
The following communication has been re- 


} ceived by Tun Tuns: 


CICAGO, Sept. 18.— [Editor of The Tribune. J. 
Having determined to secure a bistory of as t 
ving as laid in Buffalo, N. I., we sent twenty- 
our questions to the oldest and most unpreju- 
diced residents of that city with whom we were 
acquain The questions and answers are here- 
in given.

and the sinking of the earth beneath in gas and 
water pipe trenches, directly traceable to the lack 
of time for tbe proper settlement of the refilling. 
Eighth—Is the material used by all the paving 
companies quite alike in intrinsic values? An- 
wer Les; as the results appear to indicate. 
Ninth—Are the methods of laying the pavement 
the same in all cases? Answer—Practically, yes. 
Tenth—Do ple think that if the work were 
divorced from politics “better pavements 
would be laid? Answer—Some say that politics 
cuts no figure: while others say it has a harmful 
effect on all public works. venth—Do the 
foundations settle away because they are not well 
laid? Answer—Yes, under the circumstances in- 
dicated above. Twelfth—What isthe established 
crown of the street for lateral drainage? Answer 
About seven inches on a fifty-foot street, six 
inches on a forty-foot street, and five inches for los- 
ser widths, Thirteenth— the bottest weather 
soften the pavement? Answer—No, Fourteenth 
Are the foundations of a so-called concrete com- 
posed of limestone macadam and hydraulic ce- 
ment? Answer—Yes, always; it is cheap, dura- 
ble, and safe. Fifteenth—Does the contractor 
employ experienced and educated men in the 
mixing? Answer—Superintendénts and foremen 
are of the latter class, while the men whodo the 
mixing and laying are experienced but not edu- 
cated. Sixteenth—What is the price per square 
yard? Answer Three dollars covers ex- 
penses. 


Seventeenth—The front feet from curb 
to center of street are reduced to square 
are they not? Answer—\es; always. 
hteenth—W asphalt pavements come in 
contact with harder substances do they not slough 
off? Answer—Not if properly laid. Nineteenth 
—Does the pavement me slippery in win- 
ter or im wet weather? Answer—It is slip- 
pery only under light snow. Twentieth—How do 
they clean those pavements? Answer - Residence 
streets are swept by hand and nape clean at the 
expense of the property-owners; businees streets 
in the hands of the Department of Public Works 
are not kept clean; the fine streets are not 
washed or sprinkled. Twenty-first—What is an 
honest opinion of the material among pee people? 
Answer—Many think it is the best of pavements 
yet devised ; it is clean, smooth, and noiseless, and 
when properly drained it is lasting. Twenty-sec- 
—2 — now anything of vitrified paving- 
brick? Answer Brick is a good paving material 
for small cities and towns of not more than 
40,000 inhabitants. Twenty-third—Are any of 
your heavy traffic streets paved with asphalt? 
Answer—A section of Ohio street (very heavy 
traffic) has been paved with asphalt three years. 
Twenty-fourth— What is your personal opinion of 
the subject and what are some of the difficulties 
may arise? Answer—All uocertainties can be 
controlled by judicious inspection.

CARTER AND HILL NOT PARTNERS. 
Mr. Harrison Expresses Himself on Matters 
Personal and Political. 

Carter H. Harrison returned Saturday 
morhing from a brief visit to Sioux City, and 
started again Monday night for Ottumwa, Ia., 
where he opened the Coal Palace last night with 
a speech. Friday he will go to Momence 
in this State and open the Hay Palace with an- 
other speech. In this rhetorical touring of his 
there is no politics, he says, for he is out of 
polities. He goes tu those places eimply be- 
cause the people have pressed him to do so. 

It is intimated, Mr. Harrison, that you 
have formed a coalition with Gov. Hill of 
New York for the Presidential campaign?’ 
said a TMRUxR reporter to him Monday. 

That is all bosh. I have not for years had 
any communication with Gov. Hill, nor, to 
my knowledge, have any of my friends. The 
report in a morning paper that I expressed 
hostility ‘to Grover Cleveland is absolutely un- 
true. All I did say was that Mr. Cleveland 
and I were hostile on the silver question, but 
that cuts no figure at present, for the candi- 
date would be nomina on a platform, and 
w hat that will be no one yet can tell.”’ 

Do you think the Democratic factions of 
this city have concluded to dwell in har- 
mony ?’ 

Haven't I told you I am out of politics 
and so how can I tell? Of course there will 
always be objectors, but I think the factions 
will yet get together, and I don't know and 
don’t care what they call themselves when 
united. If the so-called regulars get rid of 
their vicious elements everything ought to be 
well. I am not looking for any office of any 
character, but should the people want me for 
Mayor I . accept or decline. Eighteen 
months is a long while from now and by that 
time I may be forgotten or in the fight. Under 
the new law, when any one with a certain 
number of signatures to a petition may be a 
candidate, the Mayoralty contest is liable to 
be a scrub race.

RAIN CANNOT BE MADE. 


A WASHINGTON SCIENTISTS VIEWS 
ON FARWELL’S SCHEME, 


Arguments Showing the Uselessness of Ex- 
plosions in the Sky—Over One Hundred 
Applications for the Vacancies on the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission—Dis- 
covery of a Valuable War Document— 
Census Figures on the Production of 
Hops—News from the Capital. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 15.—[Special. ]— 
While Col. Dyrenforth is figuring for more 
money to keep up the rain-producing experi- 
ments the success of those he has already 
made is questioned, The experiments are 
made by direction of Congress under the Ag- 
ricultural Department. Curiously enough, 
doubts are thrown on them by scientists of 
the same department. Dr. B. E. Fernow, 
Chief of the Division of Forestry, has just 
made public a number of data bearing on the 
artificial production of rain. Dr. Fernow 
questions Col. Dyrenforth’s Ability to make 
r am. 

What is the use, he asks, of exploding a 
few hundred -weight of dynamite when it is a 
well-known fact that 100 tons of powder ex- 
ploded at the Dupont works within eight sec- 
onds without producing one raindrop?”’ 

He quotes Arago to show that in France 
they fire off batteries to dispel rain, and he 
proves that the popular idea about rain fol- 
lowing great battles is alla mistake. After 
dismissing the theory of artificial rain through 
the use of explosives Dr. Fernow proceeds to 
discuss the theory of rain and the simulation 
of natural causes by human agency. As air 
rises it expands, as it expands it cools, as it 
cools it condenses contained moisture. Hence 
to produce upward or downward currents of 
air or to produce changes of temperature is 
one chief mode of making rain indicated by 
nature; But the scientist who knows that the 
barometer must fall, say, a half inch over 
hundreds of thousands of square miles before 
a storm can be produced, laughs at man’s 
puny efforts to produce such stupendous ef- 
fects to order. It was found that in forty-two 
large fires and two serious explosions in Aus- 
tralia during twenty-one years there was not 
one instance of rain as a consequence of 
that cause. In other such cases, as the Lon- 
don and Chicago firesywhen rain has followed, 
analysis of the atmospheric conditions traces 
the rain chiefly to them and not to the fire. 
The fallacy of a great deal of what is bemg 
said on this subject is further shown by the 
fact, which was satisfactorily demonstrated 
* the Government astronomer of New South 

ales, that to produce rain artificially it 
would be necessary to burn 9,000,000 tons of 
coal daily, thus raising a column of air over 

. surface of ten miles to the height of 1,800

IMPORTANT WAR LETTER FOUND. 


A Famous Document from Maj,-Gen. 
Thomas Discovered in Virginia. 

Wasutnetor, D. C., Sept. 15.—[Special. ]— 
Ever since the close of the rebellion a diligent 
search has been maintained by the authori- 
ties at the War Department for the famous 
letter written by Maj., afterward Maj.-Gen. 
George H. Thomas at the outbreak of the re- 
bellion. Recently it was ascertained that the 
letter in question was in the archives of the 
State of Virginia and stored at the capitol at 
Richmond. Application was made for per- 
mission to copy the original, since the Vir- 
ginia authorities declined to part with the 
document on the ground that it was addressed 
to a Governor of that State. This letter from 
Maj.-Gen. Thomas grew out of a tender of the 
position of Chief of Ordnance for Virginia 
when hostilities began between the so-called 
Confederacy and United States, and the 
original has always been a matter of dispute. 
Careful examination, however, has been made 
by the Division of War Records of the War 
Department, and the duly authenticated copy 
of the letter 1s as follows: 

New Yorx Horst., March 12, 1861.—His Ex- 
cellency, Gov. John Letcher, Richmond, Va.— 
Dear Sir: 1 received yesterday a letter from Maj. 
Gilham of the Virginia Military Institute, dated 
the 9th inst., in reference to the posi‘ion of Chief 
of Ordnance of the Stet, in which he informs me 
that you had requested him to ask me if I would 
resign from the service, and if so whether that 
post would be acceptable to me. As he requested 
me to make my reply to you direct I have the 
honor to state, after expressing my most sincere 
thanks for your kind offer, that it is not my wish 
to leave the service of the United States as lo 
as it is honorable for me to remain in it, — 
thetefore as long as my native State, Virginia, re- 
mains in the Union it is my purpose to remain in 
the army, unless required to perform duties alike 
repulsive to honor and humanity. I am, sir, very 
respectfully your obedient servant

TRANSFER OF RED MEN, 


The Cheyennes Now at Fort Keogh to Be 
Taken to Tongae River Agency. 
Wasmxorox, D. C., Sept. 15.—[ Special.] 
After consultation with the Secretary of the 
Interior orders have been prepared at the 
War Department directing the return of 300 
Northern Cheyenne Indians from Fort Keogh 
to Tongue River Agency, Montana. These 
Indians were formerly at Pme Ridge Agency 
and during the difficulty at Wounded Knee 
last winter they resisted all the blandishments 
of the Sioux and remained friendly to the 
whites according to their treaty obligations. 
When matters became more peaceful at Pine 
Ridge it was deemed advisable to transfer the 
Cheyennes from that agency to a more secure 
place owing to the repeated threats of the 
Sioux to be revenged upon them for not par- 
tieipating m the Indian outbreak, Accord- 
ingly they were sent to Fort Keogh, where 
they have remained undisturbed ever since, 
Their tribe, however, is located on the Tongue 
River Reservation, adjacent to the territory of 
the Crows, and the Fort Keogh tenants be- 
came restless and asked to be permitted to 
rejoin their friends before winter should set 
in. Capt. Sharkley, U.S. A., who has been 
in charge of the Cheyennes since they left 
Pine Ridge, earnestly recommended that their 
request should be granted, and sopettally as it 
was but a short distance, probably a hundred 
miles, southwesterly from Fort Keogh to their 
destination. Eis view of the matter has been 
approved by Acting Secretary Grant of the 
ar Department and Secretary Noble of the 
Interior Department, and the removal of the 
Indians will occur within a week, Reports 
received at the War Department up to date 
show a satisfactory and peaceful condition of 
affairs at the various Indian reservations, and 
there seems to be no apprehension on the part 
there

of army officers or Indian agents that 
will be any trouble this year with the 
men. 


GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Suggestions from Postmasters Concerning 
the Condition of the Service. 

Wasmxdrox, D. C., Sept. 15.—[Special. ]— 
The Postmaster-General has already had al- 
most 300 replies to his letters of request to 
county-seat Postmasters to visit the post- 
offices in their counties, and after interchang- 
ing ideas with the Postmasters make their re- 
ports upon the condition of the serv‘ce and 
their suggestions for its improvement to the 
department. In four-fifths of these replies the 
Postmasters gladly accept the work in exactly 
the lines suggested by the Postmaster-General 
and a few have even sent in their reports al- 
ready. About one-fifth undertook the plan, 
with some modification entirely acceptable to 
the department, and only a few state that they 
cannot undertake the work, having no assist- 
ant in their offices. Those who undertake the 
work in a modifled way suggest the division 
of their counties into three or four parts, with 
an important Postmaster at the head of each, 
or a meeting of the Postmasters at the county 
seats or personal letters to the different Post- 
masters, sent with the expectation of drawing 
out the desired informatiah and ideas. 

No Complaints Against Mamer. 

Collector Mamer had a long talk with Com- 
missioner Mason this afternoon and he and 
the Commissioner parted the best of friends. 
Various matters affecting the Chicago office 
were discussed and the Commissioner’s opin- 
ion was given on several moo points.

CRITICS SAY BLAINE IS RETICENT. 


Waiting to See if His Health Gets Robust 
Enough for Him to Run, 

Ban Harspor, Me., Sept. 14.—Mr. Blaine 
continues to make the best of this fine weath- 
er. He was out this morning, and this after- 
noon he drove out with Secretary Soley, tak- 
ing the shore road through the gorge. Mr. 
Blaine bas only a week or so longer to re- 
main, yet the desire to professionally inter- 
view him has not abated nor has hope quite 
deserted those at a distance. An interviewer 
from Philadelphia with a letter from a friend, 
which was supposed to be an open sesame to 
Mr, Blaine’s confidence, has been waiting 
here for three weeks in hupes that Mr. Blaine 
would unburden himself regarding the atti- 
tude toward a nomination. Mr. Blaine, of 
course, has not allowed himself to be even 
looked at on the subject, although the letter 
has been in his possession since the bearer’s 
arrival. 

Tne hopes of people at a distance in regard 
to forcing an opinion from Mr. Blaine are 
very amusing to those who have studied the 
situdtion at close range all summer. If the 
real history of this summer’s “ interviewing ”’ 
at Bar Harbor was written it would furnish an 
amusing chapter. The fake business, pure 
and simple, was exposed and suppressed. of 
course, before the summer had balf passed, 
but one of the residents here, who pretends to 
have had a special conference with Mr. Blaine, 
has got an interview into stereotype plates, 
and it is now going the rounds among country 
newspapers. 

Christopher Magee, in the interview printed 
afew days ago, voiced pretty fairly the gen- 
eral opinion among Mr. Blaine's friends— 
namely: that Mr. Blaine, if offered the nomi- 
nation, will accept it provided he feels physic- 
ally equal to the demand when made upon 
him. But neither he nor any other man 
has talked intimately with Mr. Blaine can au- 
thoritatively state more than that. And even 
that is inference rather than anything afflrma- 
tive said by Mr. Blaine. 

A man, who for personal reasons does not 
want his name mentioned, but who has known 
Mr. Blaine more intimately this summer than 
any other inan, told me this week that to no 
human being does Mr. Blaine allow himself 
to speak his intentions. Indeed, some of his 
old friends have felt rather nettled at his 
silence, 

Dr. Taylor, however. has supported him in 
this silence and said, only a few days ago, that 
Mr. Blaine would take no stand till he felt 
perfectly sure of his physical strength. Then 
he laughingly added that Mr. Blaine was pro- 
gressing well in that direction even now; 
he was an apt pupil and had so well progressed 
in the art of hygiene that he, the doctor, found 
his occupation gone. For days at a time of 
late he found Mr. Blaine did not even need a 
suggestion from him. Certainly he would 
need no doctor in Augusta.

DR, EDMUND ANDREWS GIVES HIS 
VIEWS ON ALCOHOLISM. 


The Well-Known Chicago Physician Re- 
gards It as Roth a Habit and a Disease 
— The Mode of Treatment as Practiced 
at Dwight, III.-Other Remedies That 
Have Been and Are Being Tried and 
with What Results—Formala of Dr. 
Gray's Cure. 


Chicago News: The current issue of the 
North American Review contains a number of 
articles by eminent men of medicine in an- 
swer to the query, “Is drunkenness incur- 
able?“ Very evidently the idea of “curing” 
instead of reforming' has taken deep hold 
everywhere, and is not confined to the village 
of Dwight, III., or its .aspiring offspring, the 
“ Bichloride of Gold club” of Chicago. The 
magazine writers surround the drink habit 
with dreadful technicalities and fail to agree 
upon any one salient point. 

Dr. Edmund Andrews of Chicago is cer- 
tainly ascapable of passing judgment upon 
the medical aspect of aleoholism as any of the 
professional men who have yet written. He 
has the additional qualification of expressing 
his opinions in direct English, free from the 
hyphenated terms of the books. Best known 
as an eminent surgeon, he is also an undis- 
puted authority on the geology of this region 
and has given attention durmg his forty years 
of studious research to every department of 
useful sciences. His reputation as a scientist 
would te national even if he had never 
achieved fame as a surgeon, and his medical 
opinion is as valuable as that of any so-called 
specialist. 5 

Dr. Andrews has from the very first taken a 
deep interest in the apparently new methods 
of treating alcoholism. He has not been car- 
ried away by enthusiasm over the alleged suc- 
cesses, neither has he withheld the credit 
actually due. Any opinion which he gives 
will be accepted as conservative and thorough- 
ly fair. 

Some Facts Plainly Given. 

When he was found at his office yesterday 
afternoon he did not hesitate to express his 
views on the actual progress which been 
made in the treatment of inebriety as a dis- 
ease. . 

Drunkenness is both a disease and a 
habit,“ said he. Any attempt to treat it as 
one of these, disregarding the other, will fail 
in some instances. No man becomes a drunk- 
ard through deliberate choice. He begins to 
use alcoholic drinks either at intervals or 
A and usually through the influ- 
ence of his social surroundings. There are 
very few cases in which he is driven to 
drinking by any diseased condition of 
the nervous system. The condition which 

uires a constant alcoholic stimulus is 
the result of a habit. A man finds op- 
portunities for drinking, and in the same way 
that he becomes accustomed to going to his 
meals or to his place of business he 1s apt to 
find himeelf standing up at a bar and drink- 
ing. By degrees the brain and other parts of 
the nervous system become diseased in such 
a manner that the withdrawal of liquor for a 
period is accompanied by great distress and a 
distinct craving tor somethmg. Liquor re- 
lieves this distress, and this leads the man to 
believe that liquor does him good. He now 
has both the habit and the disease with which 
to contend. 

It is the presence of the disease which pro- 
duces much torment to his body unless 
he keep right ahead supplying his system 
with alcohol. He may go home and lock him- 
self up and keep away from temptation, but 
the craving and torment will remain for a 
number of days at least—usually long enough 
to induce him to seek relief. Should he take 
medical treatment and kill the craving he still 
has the habit trailing after him, a mental 
urging to go to those places he has visited 
time and time again repeat the operation 
of drinkmg. That which has been done re- 
peatedly in the past is the easiest and most 
natural thing for him to do in the future, and 
no drugs will wipe out the rut of an estab- 
lished habit. 

When the graduates are sent out from 
Dwight apparently cured the last fierce in- 
junction from the physician isto keep away 
from saloons. This injunction is even put in 
form of a threat that the man who goes bach 
to liquor will not be again received for threat- 
ment. As a matter of fact the same men are 
repeatedly ‘ cured ’ and discharged with no 
evident desire for drink. The disease may be 
eradicated, but the hadit of doing certain 
things under certain conditions is often too 
deeply set. 

‘It is said the chloride of gold treatment 
will put a man in the same physical condition 
that he enjoyed before ever touching liquor. I 
believe this to be a mistake. In the first case 
his fall was a matter of years. Inthe second 
it would be complete in a very few days. It is 
not my desire to detract from the record made 
by the remedy, but only to show how it may 
be overestimated in the first burst of enthusi- 
asm. The idea of treating inebriety asa dis- 
ease, pure and simple, is too revolutionary. 
Dr. Keeley says it is nothing more than a dis- 
ease, but his methods show how much impor- 
tance he attaches to the breaking up of habits 
which induce drinking. His plan of threaten- 
ing his patients with evil consequences unless 
they keep away from temptation is in hne 
with the tactics of the temperance orator.”’ 

„Is there anything novel in the idea of cur- 
ing inebriates by medical treatment? 

It Is an Old Quest. 

% Many attempts have been made in the 
past to find a remedy for drunkenness, and 
some of these attempts were apparently suc- 
cessful at the time. About forty-five years 
ago the tartar-emetic plan created much in- 
terest. The patient was supplied with liquor 
in which had been placed the double tartrate 
of antimony and potassium. He drank as 
much of the liquor as he wanted. The effect 
was to sicken the stomach and cause such a 
change in the nervous system that he would 
be disgusted with liquor and unabie to retain 
it on his stomach. Usually each patient was 
supplied with the different kinds of drugged 
liquors in turn, so that he would be cured of 
his desire for any one of them. It was heroic 
treatment, but it proved successful in many 
cases. 

No record was kept to show what percent- 
age remained cured, and there were no anti- 
mony clubs’ in those days to bring the suc- 
cessful cases together. Physicians did not 
believe the cure was permanent and the tar. 
tar-emetie treatment was discontinued. I did 
not hear of any further effort to treat drunk- 
enness in a medical way for many 
years. About ten years ago an Italian 
named Giacomini devised a plan of treating 
patients with pretty full doses of nitrate 
of strychnia, and an Englishman named 
Joynte, practici in Bombay, took up the 
Italian’s plan and practiced it with consider- 
able success. A Frenchman—Dr. Luton— 
learned of the work being done by these men 
and published it in a medical journal, About 
the same time two Russian physicians—Dr. 
Woportugalow-Samara and Dr. Jergolski— 
took hold of the treatment and tried it in Rus- 
sia—where there was a great field for the rem- 
edy—and claimed excellent success. 

„From them a physician in Leipsic, Ger- 
many, took the idea and practiced it in Leipsie 
and published an zccount of ten cases trea 
by the method, of which seven were perma- 
nently cured and three relapsed, but two of 
these acquired the drinking habit anew by 
taking small and gradually increasing doses of 
whisky. The third one relapsed rapidly in 
about fourteen days. The Leipsic man was 
enthusiastic over his success, and I have 
learned of a doctor in Berlin who adopted the 
nitrate of strychnia treatment and was aston- 
ished at the success. ; 

„About three years 4 a young physician 
in Chicago named Dr, J. L. Gray, who now 
has a sanitarium for the treatment of drunk- 
enness and nervous diseases at La Porte, Ind.,

“The atropine causes the ilof the eye 
to become dilated on the or third day, 
with some dimness of visinn and a little ir- 
regularity of the gait in walking. Some head- 
ache ensues the strychnia causes some 
twitching of the muscles. The chloride of 
gold causes in a week or two an irritating red 
srupt on to break out ali over the body. 
When Dr. Gray receives a patient he sets into 
his room a bottle containmg a pint of good 
whisky, instructing the patient that he can 
take all he wishes. He immediately com- 
mences and gives him four hypodermic injec- 
tions each day, each containing one-tenth of a 
grain of the chloride of gold and sodium and 
one-forticth of a grain of nitrate of strychnia, 
and gives a mixture to be taken by the mouth 
containing the same with some atropine.

Sufficient time has not elapsed to 
show what particular class of drinking men 
will be benefited by the treatment. In all 
probability the periodical drunkards -accus- 
tomed to going on sprees at intervals of con- 
siderable time will be found most liable to 
fall back into their old habits.”

Reticence of Those Relieved—They Conceal 
Their Emancipation from the Bondage of 
Nicotine. 

CHicaGco, Sept. 15.—[Editor of the Tribune. 
Within two months several hundreds of Illinois’ 
citizens, a majority of them being Chicagoans,have 
quit chewing or smoking, or both, as the case may 
have been. This has not i affected the 
tobacco trade nor caused the turning 
wooden Indians into kindling, but half a thousand 
white men’s -heads are clearer and their nerves 
steadier, while the same number of digestions 
have been visibly improved. A modification of 
the bichloride of goid cure has done all this, and 
the mention of the medicine leads me to speak of 
a rather singular thing. There are two big groups 
of people in this State taking Dr. Keeley’s reme- 
dies —both grateful for cures, but one as reticent 
as the other is demonstrative. The man who has 
been a drunkard and has been cured of the dis- 
ease tells frien and his neighbors, and some- 
times the world as well. The contrast in feeling 
between the states of suffer and sobriety is 
such that he wants his fellow unfortunate to get 
a taste of the difference so. he 
tells all about the cure and thinks it no disgrace, 
though the recital discloses his bondage.

The morning papers contained enough informa- 
tion about the reported action of England to 
badly scare the shorts in wheat. The professional 
speculators professed to not believe the story, but 
at the same time they were afraid that it might be 
true, and they did not like to take any chances. 
St. Louis speculators whose actions ere largely 
directed by the exporters in that market seemed 
to think that there was something in the report. 
and the orders from that city at the opening were 
all on the buying side. The occasional outside 
speculator also thought that this was the time to 
buy a little wheat, and the orders from that 
source aqgreastes several hundred thousand 
bushels. The cables were higher and New York 
was a buyer. After a moment of weakness at the 
opening there was a sharp advance of about 2c 
in about two minutes, and on tha, b 
Yorkers turned from the buying to the selling 
side. The advance looked so much like bust 
ness” that some of the shorts, headed by Pard- 
ridge, took in a part of their lines, and nearly 
every one inthe pit took some of New York's 
wheat at the higher prices. Then it was discov- 
ered that the foreign stock market showed no in- 
dications of uneasiness on the other side, consols 
were firm, and foreign buyers indifferent.
